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COL.  JOHN  A.  HOOPER,  SR. 

Col.  John  A.  Hooper,  Sr.,  is  the  son  of  the  late  Joseph  Hooper,  who 
was  a distinguished  numismatist.  Born  in  Plymouth,  England  in  1832, 
the  Colonel’s  father  came  to  New  York  in  1849  to  join  relatives  of  the 
old  Massachusetts  colony  who  had  come  over  long  before  1776,  bring- 
ing a few  coins  and  curios  with  him  on  the  sailing  vessel.  Joseph  Hooper 
was  one  of  the  organizers  and  charter  members  of  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association,  being  the  recognized  assistant  founder  to  the  late  Dr. 
Heath,  and  the  leading  writer  for  the  “Numismatist”  from  its  first  day 
of  publication.  Later,  Joseph  Hooper  was  president  of  that  fine  body 
of  numismatists,  the  A.N.A.  He  died  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  1914. 

Col.  Hooper  continued  the  collecting  interests  of  his  father,  but  the 
Colonel  is  now  retired,  and  he  and  Mrs.  Hooper  are  now  traveling  and 
touring  almost  continuously.  In  a letter  Col.  Hooper  says,  “With  abso- 
lutely no  chance  to  see  or  exhibit  my  collection,  I am  compelled  to  give 
friends  and  collectors  an  opportunity  of  securing  some  of  their  wants. 
I regret  to  dispose  of  it,  but  some  of  it  I have  not  had  the  chance  to  see 
for  four  or  five  years.  I bought  nearly  all  at  auctions,  never  sold  a coin 
or  medal  in  my  life,  never  exchanged,  so  I must  be  classed  as  a collector.” 

For  nearly  forty  years  Col.  Hooper  was  an  editor  and  publisher,  as 
president  of  the  Hooper  Publishing  Co.,  publishers  of  trade  journals,  etc. 
Since  1910  he  has  been  honorary  president  of  the  Tourists’  Society,  Inc., 
and  he  is  a noted  traveler  and  lecturer.  In  1922  he  won  the  famous  Plud- 
son  Bay  gold  medal  for  travel  and  exploration.  He  was  the  first  tourist 
to  reach  Hudson  Bay,  farthest  north,  before  the  present  route  was  com- 
pleted. He  has  made  nine  trips  to  Alaska.  He  spoke  in  hundreds  of 
churches,  clubs,  chautauquas,  etc.,  showing  colored  slides  and  films  of  his 
travels,  and  did  this  gratis  or  for  charity. 

The  colonel  spent  four  years  and  $5,000  in  organizing  the  Old-Tim- 
ers’ Pioneer  Philatelic  Phalanx,  of  which  he  is  Commander-in-Chief.  The 
colonel  is  an  ex-military  service  man,  the  holder  of  many  medals  and 
honors.  Col.  Hooper  is  a member  of  no  less  than  2 0 different  numismatic 
and  philatelic  clubs,  as  well  as  numerous  chambers  of  commerce,  and  fra- 
ternal orders  and  societies.

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A TRIP  ABROAD 

(Continued  from  131st  catalogue) 

An  afternoon  train  took  us  to  quaint  old  Nuremburg,  second  largest 
city  in  Bavaria,  next  to  Munich  in  size,  with  400,000  people,  and  today 
the  most  mediaeval  appearing  city  of  Europe.  The  first  mention  of  Nur- 
emburg in  history,  appears  on  an  old  document  dated  10  5 0,  and  about 
this  time  it  received  from  Henry  III  a permit  to  establish  a mint  and 
market  and  a custom  house.  Like  Augsburg,  its  wealth  came  in  mediae- 
val times  from  the  trade  between  Italy  and  the  near  east  on  the  one  hand, 
and  northern  Europe  on  the  other.  The  beginning  was  a fine  old  castle, 
and  the  mediaeval  city  was  surrounded  by  a wall  and  towers,  a portion 
which  remains  today.  In  times  gone  by,  the  caravans  of  the  Nurem- 
burg merchants  were  carefully  guarded  to  all  parts  of  Europe.  The  first 
watches  were  made  here,  and  other  Nuremburg  inventions  include  the 
air-gun,  gun-locks,  and  the  art  of  wire  drawing.  In  the  modern  times 
the  toy  shops  here  are  famous,  and  many  Nuremburg  wares  including 
wood  carvings  and  fancy  metal  articles.  Fourteen  quaint  old  arched 
bridges  cross  the  Pegnitz  river,  a tributary  of  the  Main,  on  which  the 
city  is  built.  These  bridges  are  picturesque,  and  the  narrow  and  crooked 
streets,  faced  by  gables  of  old  houses  most  of  them  built  in  the  15th 
and  16  th  centuries,  and  their  red  tile  roofs,  all  are  very  interesting.  It 
was  the  first  imperial  town  to  embi’ace  Protestantism,  about  152  5.  The 
National  Museum  houses  many  fine  works  of  art,  and  Albert  Durer’s 
home  is  worth  a visit. 

The  old  castle  was  built  on  a rock  in  the  north  part  of  the  present 
town.  Part  of  the  castle  is  the  Pentagonal  Tower  wherein  are  preserved 
the  famous  “iron  virgin  of  Nuremburg”  instruments  of  torture.  Here  is 
a big  collection  of  “scrap-iron,”  with  every  conceivable  invention  that 
could  be  used  for  torture.  Dark  dungeons,  torture  chambers  with  hun- 
dreds of  wicked  instruments,  pillories,  stocks,  all  remind  you  of  terrible 
suffering  gone  with  the  wind.  One  of  the  meanest  tortures,  it  seemed 
to  me,  and  one  that  I would  not  care  to  expereince,  consisted  of  a bed 
of  sharp  spikes.  The  ankles  and  neck  and  wrists  of  the  nude  body  were 
locked  in  irons  on  this  bed.  Then  an  iron  crank  was  turned,  and  the 
bed  and  body  was  stretched  out,  causing  untold  agony. 

The  Church  of  St.  Lawrence  is  the  finest  church  of  the  many  and  very 
beautiful.  The  entrance  and  the  stained  glass  windows  are  marvelous. 
The  architecture  is  Gothic  style,  and  there  are  two  tall  towers  and  spires 
in  front.  The  city  has  one  of  the  most  beautiful  stadiums  in  the  world, 
and  very  fine  recreational  centers.  The  shops  are  of  much  interest,  and 
in  particular  the  toy  shops.  Collectors  who  are  looking  for  the  tiny  gold 
coins  and  gold  ducats  of  old  Nuremburg,  and  the  low-priced  and  com- 
mon old  silver  crowns  of  this  city,  will  find  more  of  them  in  the  stock  of 
any  dealer  in  this  country,  and  at  a more  reasonable  price.
